|NOT TRUE: HENCE FALSE. 


Conger’s Charges Against Col’ 
Markham. 


SO FOUND JUDGE O'MELVENY, 


After a Full Trial and Review of the 
Case—The Findings in Detall— 
Conger et als. Stuck“ 
for the Costs. 


The Spirit of the Times is a weekly San 
Francisco publication, issued by Marcus D. 
Boruck, who is also the private secretary of 
Gov. Waterman. 

For several weeks past the journal in 
question has overflowed with vindictive 
abuse of Col. H. H. Markham. Thechargesy 
brought against Col. Markham are, in brief, 
that in the years 1881. 1882 and 1883 


he attempted to swindle his partners 
in the Oro Grande Mining and 
Milling Company by having induced 


the o mpany to organize under promise 
of the investment of $75,000, when his whole 
assets consisted of a $5200 house with a 
mortgage incumbrance thereon of $4700. 
burther, that Col. Markham secured his 
partners’ stock by misreprese 
he palmed orf rich quartz speciinents, which 
he had purchased e:sewhere; as the product 
of the Oro Grande mine, and represented 
that the mine was paying a thousand dollars 
a week in dividends, thus inducing certain 
Wisconsin capitalists to invest $42,000 in 
the enterprise, which investment he re- 
ported to his California associates to have 
amounted to only $31,000. 

Frequent reference is made by Secretary 
Boruck toa suit for accounting, brought in 
Los*Angeles in 1887, by E. G. Hallock, John 
Goldsworthy, O. H. Conger and the estate 
of William Clancy against Markham, in 
which suit Boruck claims that Cut Mark- 
ham’s asserted fraudulent transactions 
were fuily proved. 

The best reply to all this is contained in 
the findings of the court, presided over 
by- II. K. 8. O’Meiveny, in 
the suit in question. These findings are 
printed below, in full. It will be observed 
that Judge 0’ Melveny found nearly all the 
allegations made by Conger and his fellow- 
plaintiffs “not true.” Hallock alone was 
awarded $1100, and against this finding 
Markham appealed to the Supreme Court, 
where tile case is now pending. 


THE FINDINGS. 


Conclusions of Judge O’Melveny 
After a Full Trial. 0 

This cause coming on regularly to be 
heard before this court, Department No, 
3, sitting without a jury, and the evidence 
having been introduced by plaintiffs and 
defendapn ts, and the cause having been fully 
argued, was submitted to the Court for its 
decision; and the parties haying submitted 
on the former ru ing and opinion of this 
Qourt sundry findings respectively, aud the 
Court being unable to give the respective 
findings as asked, here makes and files its 
own findings in the premises, as follows, to 


wit: 
I.—That William Clancy “oe this 
life October 2, 1882, and that J. W. Potts 
was duly appoiuted administrator of said 
estate, 

11.—That prior to the month of July, 1881, 
to-wit: in the year 1880, the defendant and 
O. U. Conger and E. G. Hallock purchased 
a three-fifths interest of certain mining 
stock described in the complaint of Spencer 
and Waldrip and of Goldsworth and Ciancy, 
whereby they becime owners of a three- 
fifths interest of said mining claims. 

III.—IThat in their contract of purchase 
they inelvidualiy became liable to pay 
Spencer & Waldrip, contingentiy in case 
the mine turned out to be valuable, 7000, 
besides a cash payment to thein at the time 
ofthe transfer of their miniog claims to 
said Conger, Hailock and Markham. ‘Tnose 
parties also became bound by their con- 
tract of purchase to put up, at their own ex- 
— a certain stamp mill and develop tue 
mines. 

IV. — That soon thereafter all of said 
parties to this action organized themselves 
into a corporation known as the Oro Grande 
Mining aud Milling Company, with a capi- 
tal 6t-ek of $150,000, the shares being 1500. 
and that they were equal owners of 300 
shares each of the capitai stock. 

V.—That prior to the month of July, 
1881, the company became heavily embur- 
rassed with debt, and the company and the 
owners of the capital stock were des rus of 
relieving the said company and its stock- 
holders from said iudebtedness, and with 
the view of selling either the mine ora 
portion of the stock to raise the money, em- 
ployed an expert by the name of A. F. 
White to examine said mine «nd the mill 
and works of said company, and said ex- 
pert made the examination and rendered a 
favorable report thereof. 

VL—But the Court finds that said com- 
pany and the owners of the capital stuck of 
said company never concluded to and did 
not employ A. F. White to go East and seil 
the entire property of the company or any of 
the stock thereof. 

And that it is not true that said expert 
White was makiug apy preparations for the 
trip. 

Nor is it truc that Markham suddenly an- 
nounced that he was unwilling to trust said 
White with the sale of the property, or for 
that reason that he himself wouid go to 
Milwaukee or Chicago as the representative 
agent of the company and his fellow-stock- 
holders, 

Nor is tt true that he represented to them, 
the plaintiffs, or any of them, that be was 
well acquainted with rr and influen- 
tial men in said cities of Chicago and Ma- 
w ukee, and couid more readily and easily 
effect the sale of the mine on favorable 
terms, or dispose of the stock more advau- 
tageously than could any one else interested 
in the company. 

But the Court finds the fact to be that by 
common consent tue defendant was deemed 
ihe most fitting 1 to go East aud m ke 
the effort to dispose of said property or 
stock, and that it was supposed that the 
city of New York was the most appropriate 
viace to attempt those negotiations at and 
beiore the departure of Markham on that 
mission. 

VII. -The Court further finds that it is 
not true that at the earnest soticitations of 
said Markham said plaint ‘ffs or any of them 
were induced tu consent thereto by any of 
said Markhum's representations; but thit 
they had cunfdence in him. from their ac- 
quaintance with him, as the most fitting 
person to perform and discharge said duties, 
und conseuted that he should go Kast—inu 
fact, to New York, and not to Miiwaukee 
and Chicago in particular—as the repre- 
sentative of said corporation and stock- 
holders. as well as tor himself, to make the 
fort to dispose of said stock, or so much 
thereof as he would be able to do, to re- 
lieve them of their embarrassments, 

It is nut true that any earnest solicita- 


tions to perform said duties were made by 


Mirkham to them, or that they were in- 
duced thereto by said representations that 
he should become their agent for the dis- 
posal of said stock, but it was true that in 
case of his successful negotiation to raise 
money, it was intended that their in- 
debtedness should be pa:d off, and that 
whatever overplus there might be should 
be puid to the parties interested, in propor- 
tion to their stock. 

VIII. -The Court finds that it its not 
true that said individual plaintiffs and 
Clancy transferred and assigned to said 
Markham their stock to the amount of 300 
shares thereof; but the fact is that 6.0 
shares (one-fifth part to each of them and 
one-fifth part belonging to Markham) was 
traustert sd to Markham or was disposed 0. 
by him at the city of Milwaukee in August, 
1881. and afterward, about the 29th day of 
December, 1881, or fure part of January, 
1882, 130 shares more of stock belonging io 
said Markham, Hallock and Conger, equa 
parts to each, was transferred by Markl u 
and sold te one Sanger, but not as the 
agent wr representative of said plaintiff. 
Goldsworthy and Ciancy, as alleged in said 
comiaint, 

IX.—And the Court further finds that it 
is not true that at the date of this transfer. 
about the Ist of January, 1852, that th: 
books and papers and mauagement of said 
company hud passed out of the sale of the 


majority of the stock to other parties; but 
that ths 16, that during all the time 


February, 1882, the said Conger was pres 
ident and chief superintendent of said com- 
pany and mining operations, and the said 
Goldsworthy was the secretary thereof, and 
that said bouks and papers of said corpora- 
tions were uuder theig¢ control, and in their 
possession from the organization of said 
corporation until about the löth day 
February, 1 

X.—1 
true that said Markham game to the indivi- 
dual plaintiffs, or any of them, or to the 
said William Clancy in his lifetime, and 
represented to them or either of them that 
he knew that the parties in Milwaukee into 
whose hands the majority or any part of 
the stock has p.ssed and who then had the 
control and management of the affairs of 
the company, intended ana designed-to so 
manage and control the affairs and business 
of the company as to “freeze” them out and 
render valueless the stock they still re- 
tained, and that, in fact, for that reason 
their stock was nearly valueless; nor did he 
state to them or either of them that as they 4 
had made nothing, he knew, from the em 

ise, that he was willing to pay them a 
amount for the stock if they would 
assign\tbe residue of their stock to him, 
or that he would pay them the sum of $4000 
for their stock. 

And it is not true that upon said state- 
ments, ot anything of the kind, or any rep- 
resentation of the sort made on his prt, or 
trusting to or believing any statement of 
the kind, the said individual plaintiffs 
transferred and assigned to him the balance 
of their stock, amounting to 440 shares, or 
22 part thereof, in February, 1882, or at 

XI. It is true that the last transfer and 
assignment of stock by plaintiffs in the fore 
part of February, 1882, and with Clancy and 
Goldsworthy was finaily closed up on the 
2th of February, 1882, 

XII. - he Court further finds that it 
was not and ts not true that said individual 
plaintiffs ever »scertained, nor was it true, 
that at and before the transfer of said last 
mentioned residue of their stock. February, 
1882, that the said Markham had lte dy re- 
ceived from the stockholders in Milwaukee 
the sum of $15,000 with which to pay plain- 
tiffs and the said William Clancy tor their 
440 shares of stock; but the Court finds that 
Markham had an understanding with the 
Milwaukee s'ockholders to whom the 
shares of stock had been transferred, that 
they would go in with him in the purchase 
of 550 shares of stock at 615,000 ff he could 
purchase it at no less price. 

XILL.—The Court further find: that it ts 
not true that in the negotiations for this 
residue of the 440 shares of stock, Mark- 
ham was their agentin any sense. That he 
was a siockholder in the company, is true; 
but the Court finds that they delt with him 
as an tndivuiual at arm's length, wth 
fuli knowledye of the vine of the prop- 
ert, and stuck, to as great an extent as 
Markham or any other person: and that 
each and every ade on their own 
individual judgments, and eich consented 
for himsely for the cmsiderations agreed 
to be accepted or taken for the respective 
slutres of stock so transferred by each of 
tiem 

XIV. -The Court further nds that it is 
not true that the said Markham, after he h d 
received the said 440 shares of stock from 
T and Ciancy, returned to Milwau- 

eve and transferred and assigned the s me 
to the said Milwaukee purchasers, but that 
such transfer was made by letter, or au 
oa to be done by letter, from Los An- 
geles. 

XV.—But the Court further finds the 
facis to be, relating to this last purchase of 
stock, that Conger, for $1000 cash, (Mark- 
ham to pay whatever debits in the premises 
Conger should be found liable for) sold bis 
stock on those terms and conditions; that 
ond Clancy aud Goldsworthy were copart- | 
ners in the shares of st-ck set apart to them 
severaliy, and th t Clancy, one.of the co- 
partners, sold the stock of the firm of Guolds- 
worthy aud Clancy to Merkham for the sum 
of #7200, said Markham to pay and as- 
sume all dues which they might be found

THE RED SCALE RAPIDLY GOING. 


Orange Trees Imported from Florida 

Carefully Inspected—Tne Dan- 

ger of Infettion—Useful 
Parasites at Work. 


The following report was submitted to 
the Supervisors yesterday: 
Los ANGELES (Cal.,) May 31, 1800. 

To the Honoruble Board of Sup-rv.sors: 
The County Board of H riicu tural Com- 
missioners respeetfu'ly preseut their mothe 
ly report for the month ending May 31, 1890: 

In the matter of imported orange stock 
from Florida, Mr. Mitchell, by instruction 
of this commission, has given his personal 
attention to every detail, and enforced a 
strict quarantine against every car receiv 
the contents in e ch mstance being foun 
infected with insect pests. The quarantine 
‘was only raised after the trees were thor- 
oughly disinfected, remained intact for two 
weeks, again inspected and found free from 
insect pests. 


sumably erb route, there will be no further 
receipts of Florida stock until next fall. 

With your kind approval we requested 
Prof. Coqu llette, United States molo- 
gist, to make a special inspection of Florida 
trees that bad deen planted out one and 
two years, in Pomona, Riverside and other 
localities, and report to us if, ip his opinion, 
—— insect pests will flourish in this 

As the result of his observations and in- 

terviews with other parties, Prof. Ce quil- 
lette gives it as his candid opinion that 
were any of the Florida scaies to be intro- 
duced into a <r +4 growing ofange tree 
where they would be in a great measure pro- 
tected from tue direct rays of the sun, that 
they would then coutinue to live and multi- 
ply inany portion of Southern California 
where orange trees can be grown success- 
fully, an opinion concurred in by Dr. Claf- 
din of Riverside, who spent several months 
in Fiorida last winter investigating the 
scale insects there. 
It is the sense of this commission that the 
insects being introduced into the county on 
Florida trees are is eng and injurious to 
the fruit interests of the county, and we 
feel justified in the vieorolls measures we 
have taken to prevent the spread of the 
pests, and we deem itof the utmost import- 
ance that in the future the greatest care 
should be experienced to prevent the intro- 
duction of the pests into the county. 

We take great pleasure in rendering to 
you a report of our personal inspection of 
the orange orchards in Alhambra, Saad Ga- 
briel, Lamauda Park and Duarte during 
the past month. 

The condition of the orchards in these 
lnecalities, and alt others in the San Gabriel 
Valley, during the last three or four years 
has been lamentable and alarming, on ac- 


Asthe result of our inspection, we can 
report that throughout this valley the red 
scale has me almost annihilated, prob- 
ably 95 per cent. being destroyed by some 
agency, the origin of which cannot as yet 
be determined, As the result of this biess- 
ing, oranke- growing has taken a new im- 
— and the growers are in a happy aud 

opeful mood. 

We found the larve of the twice-stabbed 
lady-bug and the lacewing fly in vast num- 
bers, greater than ever before, 6 

Both of these parasites are known to prey 
upon the red scale, although not confining 
thomseives entirely to this means of sus 
tenance, still, appearing in such numbers, 
we naturally conclude that they have very 
— aided in reducing the red-scale 

The months of July and August will de- 
termine as tothe permanency of the disap- 
pearance of this pest, and until such time, 
on account of the danger of destroving ex-

This treatment, when intelligently ap- 
plied, will bring the best resulis, with less 
expense to the orchardist. 

We also desire toreport that the Vedolia 
Cardinalis is present ip sufficient numbers 
in the county to quiet ali fears as to ti e re- 
appearance of the white scale in quantities 
injurious to fruit trees.

THE CHAMPION BILLIARD PLAY- 
ERS OF THE WORLD. 


An Exhibition at the Pavilion—Some 
Marvelous Work — Game 
and Scores—Fancy 
Shots.

Jacob Schaefer and Frank C. Ives, the 
champion billiara players of the world, gave 
their final exhibition of billiards last even- 
ing at the J‘avilion.

Ives is a young fellow about 23 years of 
age, and Schaefer sys if he continues to 
improve as he has of late he will soon win 
the world’s championship.

_The Crop Outlook. 
{Hueneme Herald. |] 

Cool, cloudy weather during the past 

week has been favorable to growing 


grain, and if anything, the outlook is 


perhaps a trifle better than a week ago. 
There are indications of a lively de- 
mand for feed and seed barley from 
the other side of the river, and there 
is no question but that a large amount 
of the barley raised hereabouts will go 
that. way. The Southern Mill and 
Warehouse Company and the Ventura 
Lumber Company are already haul- 
ing feed barle of last year’s crop 
from Hueneme to Montalvo and Santa 
Pauia to supply the demand along the 
line of the railroad. Heading has be- 
gun both in Pieasant Valley and on 
the s Posas. June Ist will show 
about 4500 tons of barley on hand here, 
as against 5000 tons a year ago, while 
the receipts for the coming harvest are 
estimated at 6500 tons, as compared 
with 15.000 tons last year; so that the 
falling off from last year amounts to 
about 9000 tons or 45 per cent.

How to Introduce Queens. 
Pacific Rural Prese.] 

Many beekeepers want to know, at 
this time of the year, how they can 
Italianize their black or hybrid stock, 
and lam often asked for a safe and 
easy method for introducing queens. 

As a general rule, bees that have 
been deprived of a queen and the 
means of raising one for forty-eight 
hours will invariably accept any fer- 
tile queen, and although this rule has 
been known to fail, yet you will prob- 
ably succeed with it in nine cases out 
often. ‘There are several methods for 
introducing queens. One of the best 
in use among professional apiarists and 
queen-breeders of the present day is 
kuvown as the Simmins plan, which I 
will here describe: 

Remove the queen from the hive 
that is to receive the stranger, placing 
the latter at dusk in a warm situation 
quite alone and without food, and 80 
keeping her for thirty minutes. Then 
lift at one corner the honey-board or 
quilt of the hive to which she is to be 
introduced, driving back the bees 
with very little smoke and at once per- 
mit the queen to run down. Close the 
hive, make no examination for forty- 
eight hours, and leave the operation 
until so late that a lamp is necessary 
when the queen is introduced. 

Although this is one of the best 
methods known, it is not always sure 
to succeed in the hands of a novice. 
The safest method, in my opinion, is 
one which we use in our apiary at San 
Mateo for introducing valuable im- 
ported queens, aud it is so easy that 
avy one of ordinary intelligence may 
succeed with @& It is described 
as follows: Take an empty bive, 
go to one of the most pop- 
ulous colonies, and remove three or 
four frames of hatching brood (that 
is, young bees just coming out of the 
cells); sweep off every bee that is out 
of the cells and place the frames of 
brood into the empty hive, and fill u 
the hive with two or three combs o 
honey and empty combs or frames 
tilled with foundation; then insert the 
cage containing your new queen 
between two of the combs of 
batching brood and allow the queen to 
escape into the hive and close it up. 
The newly-hutched bees will at once 
make the acquaintance of the queen, 
and you have no further trouble or 
fear of balling. My son, 14 years of 
age, uses this method constantly with 
our most valuable queens, and he suc- 
ceeds with it every time. Of course, 
where there are a number of colonies 
to Italianize, the Simmins method 
would be the best to use, but for a few 
colonies in the hanis of a novice, or 
for introducing a valuable queen, this 
is the easiest and safest method 1 
know of. | 

Having introduced a tested Italian 
queen to a black or hybrid stock by 
either of the above methods, the black 
or hybrid stingers willall disappear in 
ashort time, andin their place you 
will behold the beautiful golden and 
gentle Italians.
